The Philosophical Society held the 
second meeting for this season lut 
evening at Strathcona Hall. A larg« 
number of members were present. 
After the business had been disposed 
of. the chairman, Mr. R. J, Clarke, 
U.A., called on Mr. B. Benjamin to 
read his paper on "Neo-Realism." 

The speaker- be,jan by outlining the 
history of Keallsm from the early 
Hylozolsm of the ancient Q reeks, who 
sought for a funiUimenUI "arche" at 
the bottom o^ everythln^ in the world 
right up to the 'Realism of the pres- 
^•nt day In all its forms. This school 
of thought, which In Its origin sprang 
up In opposition to the widely-cur- 
rent philosophy of Idealism has tak- 
en many different forms, including 
logical, psychological, metaphysical, 
transcendental, and otiier realisms; 
thti dearest of all being the old stand- 
point of natural or naive realism. 
This displays Its absurdity at once 
by postulating the real existence of 
all things, thus Identifying the con- 
crpt with its content. 

In reply to the fundamental ques- 
tion of the theory of knowledge, "what 
Is the world as wo know It?" mater- 
ialism' would unhesitatingly give body 
or matter; idealism, mind, or soul. 
Realism, taking liuo consideration of 
both, does not go no fur os either -it 
holds that objects In the universe 
have a reality, an existence Indepen- 
dently of our perceiving them. Our 
knowledge of these .objects Is, Jiow.-? 
ever, directly dependent upon our 
perception of them, for without this 
perception, what basis have we for oUr 
knowledge of them. Objects are real 
independently of consciousness, but 
the occurrence of unconsciousness de- 
pends upon .them. The standpoint of 
critical Realism is indeed opposed to 
Idealism, but the exact reverse of the 
latter In Its most extreme form, sub- 
jective Idealism, h-m come forward only 
In the most recent times, and In Knsr- 
lliih-spcaklng circles, under the name 
of Neo-Reallsm, or the New Realism. 

It maintains the complete Indepen- 
dence of the object, so that any re- 
lations whatsoever are external to, 
and cannot alter It. Hence It teaches 
that our knowled'te or experience of 
objects is exactly the same as the ob- 
jects themselves. The objects pre- 
sented to us in experience undergo no 
modification on that account, and 
their relation .to a percipient has no 
effect - upon them. Herein Ilea the 
clear difference between critical 
Realism, and Neo-Realism, that 
v,-hereas the former attributes mere- 
ly a reality, or an existence to the 
physical universe In the sense that It 
Is independent of our perceiving It; 
the latter, in so far as we can see 
logmatically asserts that it Is com-

The career of FUcht>Lieut. Charles 
McNlcoll, of the RbyaI.>Iayat Air Ser. 
vice, Illustrates very well the thor- 
ough nature of the training wMcb the 
tJroplre's bird Mneu -ore' receiving, and 
the i.iteresting''and varied life which 
is open to men serving their cpuntry 
In the Flying Corps. 

Lieut McNlcoll, Scl. '16, is a Mc- 
Cill man, who, after spending several 
ye.irs here, both In Arts and Science, 
went to Dayton, Ohio, where he fol- 
lowed tho aviation course in Wright's 
School. In November, 1916, he left 
Luytnn to continue his training at 
.Vurusta, Georgia, %;here he met Cecil 
I'.ronsoh, Scl. '18, who was also study- 
ing aviation. 

About the end of February, Lieut. 
McNlcoll crossed the ocean and fol- 
lowed a course in Mechanics at tion- 
cUm. ' After a stay of three months 
1'. tht heart of the Empire, the next 
stop was to Wlndrrraiere, where two 
months and a half were «pènt in 
iesirnlng the management of sea- 
planes. Finally mure practical work 
at Portsmouth copapleted hia train» 
Ing, ' 

The submarine now came in for 
f.omo of Lieut. McNIcoU'a attention. 
Ten months were spent at Dundee, 
tracking down tho iiblqultous U-boat 
In a sea-plane. 

The sea-plane, 240 Ji.p., Is like the 
alr-plane, but pos-^r^Mies floats Instead 
of wheels, and differs somewhat In 
the shape of the body. The flyiiig 
boat' is anotber'apeclM of plane, and 
is much larger atid more powerful 
than the sea-plane. Both these ma> 
chines are used ln> patrol service. 

Lieut. MftNlcpU snent a month with 
the Grand Fleet, and following this 
was stationed 'off the coast of Kent 
Here he acted as Inspector check* 
Ing estimates of manufacturera -is re- 
gards' strength, weight and power of 
machines, and tenting the engines to 
be Installed In thu planes. 

Stirring events are often n^xed In 
the life of a bird-man. Alr-iiien of- 
ten pick up men who have bsen afloat 
for four or five days. In the open 
sta. When on ferrying . work Lieut. 
McNlcoll was flyln«T in company with 
another pilot. The tatter's engine 
gave him trouble, end forced him to 
take to the water. The sea was rough 
ai thé time, and the waves breaking 
over the machine, rendered it lncap< 
able of rising. UcNicoir descended 
also, and towed his companion's plane 
for four Or five miles to land. 

The. rough sea and fog of the Bast' 
coast render this locality dangerous 
and disagreeable for air-men. In 
.getting their bearings an aviator has 
to depend on his vatch and compass, 
which are secured on the dash board 
before him. Hé han also to keep his 
weather-eye lifted for winds and cur- 
rents. It is- also necessary to keep 
the plane going at a constant rate of 
speed, 

'The patrol service has nothing to 
do in case of ■ Z ?ppelln raids. For 
encountering these monsters of the 
air there are special squadrons. An- 
other batch of planes and air-men is 
reserved for night, duty. 

'■Lieut. McNlcoll .met many, McOlll 
men 'during his sojourn across - the 
water; In fact there are ^ery few over 
there whom he did not meet. The 
air service is full of McOlll men, all 
ol whom are doing splendid work. 

McNlcoll expects to return' to his 
duties abroad about the middle of 
March. 

When peace once more reigns on 
this troubled planet, Lieut. McNlcoll 
expects to return to McGlll. Only 
oiie year of study lies between this 
lui^i^an student and his degree.

The other day, while glancing over an account of the McQill- 
Laval hockey game which was staged last Thursday, we Avere 
struck with the large number of shots a goal-keeper was compelled 
to face in such a contest. Becoming interested in the subject, we 
went to the trouble of counting up the total number of such shots, 
and discovered that in the course of the second period a^one the 
Laval goal-keeper had to handle no less than twenty-two, of which 
three counted as goals for McGill. In other words, every minute 
of the period the puck Avas shot towards the net it was his duty 
to guard, and every minute he had to be there in order to prevent 
the opposing team from scoring. lie had to be aleirt, "on his toes," 
the whole time. 

It is just this quality of alertness that counts for a great deal 
in our life of to-day. The man who is always on the watch, who 
never lets himself be surprised into a word or deed unworthy of 
the ideal he has set before him, has an immense advantage in all 
walks of life over the man who is half-asleep, mentally and mor- 
ally. 

The simile that most naturally suggests itself to us in dealing 
with this subject is that of wild animal life. There, it is a case of 
the survival of the fittest; the penalty of being caught off your 
guard is almost invariably a sudden death, and it is rarely that a 
second chance is given the offender. The birds and beasts of prey 
depend upon their alertness to escape being made a meal of. 

lii'the same way, the world of business is not a safe place for 
the man who is not fully alive to opportunities and dangers alike 
If such a person does manage tO survive -for a time, it is only by the 
pierest good fortune, and sooner or later he "goes unî^^§^i|||v 

At college, perhaps, the immediate penalty for relaxing one's 
guard on his speech and actions is not so heavy; we are rather apt, 
Bometimcs, to forget that any such penalty exists. A student can 
manage to get along for some three years, in a somnolent state 
without once being caUcd upon to show himself a man of fore- 
thought or action. He may even get as far as his senior year be- 
for there comes the inevitable awakening, but however this may 
bo deferred, come it eventually docs, and it is not pleasant. The 
bitterness of the experience is in itself almost sufficient punish 
ment. 

The advantages of keeping alert are, however, apparent to 
all, at college as elsewhere. We are familiar with the tyj/e of stu 
dent who is well posted on all University matters, who never needs 
to be told where a certain meeting is being held, or what time it will 
start, who does not miss important announcements, through unac- 
countable attacks of sleepiness, who is never "lost" in a conversa 
tio«. And most of us know the opposite type as well. Fortunately, 
the latter, we believe, is doomed to extinction, just as the "happy 
go-lucky" typo of business has largely vanished. The conditions 
of to-day, and even a college must take these into account, demand 
that a man keep alert and employ all his facultiMj^^not only to 
wards self-preservation, but also towards the betterment of the 
society of which he forms 'a part.

and of^itaelf; that our perception is 
identical -in quaUty with the objects 
which form its content The inter 
nal contradictions of each variety ot 
this theory (epistemological idealism)

More in detail, he went on to ex 
pcse and criticize the fundamental and 
most Important difficulty in NeO' 
Keallem, which has never been ade 
quately answered. This Is constltut 
edbythe well-known problem of Errpr 
and Uluslon. If sense perception does 
not alter the qualities of objects, and 
réproduces them exactly as they ex 
Ist in the physical world, how come.<i 
it then that, our sensations often lead 
Us astray? Here is the crux for Neo 
Realism. 

After mentioning the various ab 
normal conditions presented to us In 
sense perception, the speaker confin 
ed himself to the atock example of 
"the straight staff bent in a pool." If 
I>}eo-Realiam says that it is not bent, 
it is, of course Involving Itsèlf In the 
old seeming contradiction between 
"phenomenon," or appearance, and

Whllat his battery was 
going into action he personally laid 
out the lines of fire with the grent- 
c-st accuracy anl disregard of per- 
sonal danger, although subjected the 
whole time to heavy shell fire.

He was loved and 
respected by officers and men alike. 
lilR loss to iiip. !is the commanding 
officer. Is a heavy one, for I always 
knew that any ta.sk I gave him would 
alwàys be well and promptly canled 

out. , ' 

"HIM name had been sent In for 
promoUon some xweks ago.

.md wise In aptlon, always thought- 
ful and considerate of others, ho vlil 
(never be forgotten in the battalion

Mr. Bradford, îîader of the Senior 
Group, Is following a plan of bring- 
ing speakers to the class to present 
their particular points of view in 
person.

He began by saying he 
had formed his opinions by a lon^ and 
serious study of the question, both 
In reading and in actual experience, 
He sketched the rapid spread of So- 
cialist principles throughout the 
world, especially In Europe. He then 
gave Instance» to show the hold of 
Capitalism on Canada, and predicted 
a development of Socialism here as 
elsewhere. He stated that for the 
Soolallat there were only two classes 
In the world— the' worklngman and 
the cafrltallst, the former class being 
handicapped from the atart all the way 
through life. Mr. Faughnan then 
went on to show how the high cost of 
living was continually making ', the 
condition of the worklngman more 
unendurable, and lie predicted a so- 
cial revolution in the near future. 

• Outlining the Socialist plan for im- 
provement he first defined Socialism 
ns "substitution of ownership," and 
'contended that Its programme would 
rapidly do away v/lth all the demor» 
allzlng forces of the present day. 
~ He classified Socialists as of three 
schools, the Sentimental, the Materi- 
alist and the.,Sclentlflc.' The. great 
name of>the Scientific Scl),ooi isvCarl 
Marx, whose book "Daa Capital,"' the 
speaker considered one_ -of the most 
profound ever written oh the capiial- 
Ist question. He b'ought hlsyremarks 
to a close by explaining- the "tta- 
terlallstlc conception of hfstory.'J and 
paying a tribute to tfie né* Ethjcs' of 
Internationalism, whlcfi' he said was 
now beginning to come Into Its, 'own. 

Mr. Bradford, m closlng"the meet- 
ing, took occasion to mention the good' 
tvork of the Workers' Educational As- 
sociation In England, e^ji>reasing the 
desire to see sometJil'Dg !pf that sort

Bafbra bains hroasfat bafbra a oourt'- 
martia]. the accused may be tried be- 
fore two species of military tribunals: 
first, the Company Commander, or, 
second, tke Officer Commander, usu- 
ally the Battalion Commander, The 
jurisdiction at these tribunals var- 
ies, Fy>r instance, the Company Cook- 
mander can only try minor offences, 
and can only awsird punlsluaent up to 
pevan days' C.B., while an Officer 
ComLmandinc can award up to 21 
days' detention. 
.When we come to courts-martial, 
there are tlureo yrdinary Idads, which 
are, In ascending; .order, of import- 
ance, Reslmental Courta-Martial, Dis- 
trict iCourta-Martiàl, and Oeheral 
Courts-Martial. An interestinc fact 
about conveninv Courts-Martial Is 
that he who sjika superior authority 
for a court has no control over what 
grade of court-martial Is allowed. In 
fact, the case may be referred back 
to him to be dealt with summarily. 
Capt. MacDougall then took up each 
grade of Court-Martial in detail. 

Tlin General Court-Martlal has ab- 
solute power-s. It uiay try any person 
subject to militai-y law, and la the 
only C. M, tliat can try an officer. 
AO. C. M. shall be convened In Can- 
dida by the Qovemor-ln-Councll, or 
by some officer .not below the rank of 
field officer holdlnic a royal warrant 
authorizing him ti^ convene a G.C.M. 
In the United Klnsdom, it shall con- 
sist of not. less than nine, and in Can- 
ada ot not less than five, officers, 
each of whom must have held a com- 
mission during not less than three 
wholo ypArs, and of whom not less 
than five must bo of a rank not be- 
low that of captain. If an officer ia 
on trial, the members of the court 
shoiiia not be junior to him In rank. 
The members of a G. C. M. should be 
chosen from different corps. The 
president shall not be under the rank 
of field officer, unless a field officer 
is not, with due regard to the publio 
service, available, in Which case a 
captain may act. 

AG. C. M. has' power over all 
soldiers, including officers. Its pow- 
ers include death and all lesser pun- 
ishments. ...Sonteiuse of death shall not 
be passed on any prisoner without the 
concurrence of two-thirds at the least 
of the officers serving on the court- 
martial. In the case of a court 
awarding a senlenco of death, or of 
penal Ber\"itude, or of cashiering, or 
of dismissal from the service, the sen-' 
tence must be confirmed by the

It is interesting to note that ^ there 
haa only been one General Court Mar* 
ttal convened In Canada. 

The usual court-martial is. the BA- 
trlct Court Martial. It shall consist 
ot not less than three officers, each 
of whom must have held a commis- 
sion for not less than two years. It 
shall bo convened \iy an officer who 
has power to convene a G. C. M., or 
who has a royal warrant to convena 
a D. C. M. The president must have 
the same qualifications as the presi- 
dent of a G. C M. If the court Is 
composed of the minimum number of 
members, not more than one must be 
a subaltern. It has Jurisdiction over 
all soldiers except officers and War- 
rant Officers holding honorary com- 
missions. It has Dowor to award pun- 
ishment ,up to two gears' imprison- 
ment with hard labour. Ini the case 
cf a Warrant Officer, its power is 
limited to fines, stoppages, dismissal, 
and reduction to % lower grade. The 
confirming authority ia an officer 
who is authorized by royal warrant' 
to confirm the sentence. 

The Regimental Court Martial ia 
the lowest court martial. The legal 
minimum Is three officers, each of 
whom muet have had not less than 
one year's service, and one may bo a 
lieutenant. The convening officer may 
be a t;.' O. not below the rank of cap- 
tain. It has power to try a man or 
a N. CO. not above the rank of cor- 
poral; and 'may awnrd détention .up to 
42 days. 

The .Field General Court Martial Is 
an exceptional form of ^. court mar- 
tial, which is oiily convened on ac- 
tive service, and is usually convened 
to try offences against the persons or 
thtf . property of Inhabitants. It may

reality. But the axaumption of the 
doctrine maintain)] that the human or- 
ganism cannot brlnj; about any change 
In the external objects. Our sense 
perception of it is exactly similar to 
the object as such. Whence, then, the 
complete independence? If it adopt the 
other alternative, and say that the 
stick in the water ia really bent, and 
this is what it generally does, then 
again the fundamental canon of the 
school falls flat. 

It appears, furthermore, to fall into 
a kind of thorough -going material- 
Ism, or "pan-objectlvlam," objectify- 
ing the sources of error and erecting 
it Into a metaphysical entity. How 
can one and the same thing have two 
Incompatible ciuaiitiea such as 
stralghtness and curvature? In at- 
tempting to explain this as arising 
from" misdescription or ignorance, or 
insufficient data, or lack of know 
ledge, again they obviate the complete 
Independence" of objects and the ex- 
ternality of relations, for the object 
is In every: case dependent upon cer' 
tain conditions or relations In defin 
Ite Instances oil perception. 

The treatment of the problem by 
Mr, Munn was outlined and extensive 
criticism offered. Q.ioting Prof. liove 
Joy, the best that can be said for Neo- 
Reallsm is that "it rejects epistemolo- 
gical dualism without falling into 
Idealism." 

Thus the fundamental tenets ot 
Nco-Realism are not consistent with 
Itr. treatment of tha problem of error, 
or rather that Its treatment of this 
problem clashes with Its basic, doc- 
trines. We must constantly bear In 
mind that this problem Involves us 
not in the difficulty of constructing an 
"a priori" metaphysical system, but 
rather of understanding a certain 
group of facts, and the only valid 
treatment must be ultimately based on 
strictly psychological and physiologi- 
cal grounds, i.e., wo cannot go any 
further than senao experience takes 
us — mere manipulation of concepts 
cannot lead us any distance, so far 
as the solution ot the difficult prob 
1cm goes. Logical method demands 
that we base our argument on con 
Crete scientific evidence. As soon as 
we depart from this realm we are left 
groping in a fog of speculation. 

A vivid discussion then ensued. Dr, 
Hickson took up many aspects of the 
problem, and supplemented the ro 
marks of the speaker as to the In 
fluence of the biological and mathe 
matlcal sciences upon the treatment 
of the general théory of knowledge by 
the Neo-Realistlc school. 

Refreshments were served, after 
which the meeting adjourned.
